Apartment Zone Change 
Denied By Commissioners 


PLACENTIA—An application to 
change the zone of the 
undeveloped property along Yorba 
Linda Boulevard west of Valencia 
Avenue from R-l single family 
residential to R-3 apartment 
zoning was denied by the Planning 
Commission at its last meeting. 

Arguing for the zone change was 
Cecil Wright, attorney for the 
Lypps family, which owns the 
property. He said that it was not 
possible to develop it as R-l under 
the circumstances. 

Opponents, led by Howard 
Mead, who lives across the street 
from the proposed development, 
argued that the proposed 
development would lower 
property values and increase 
traffic on Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

Commissioners voted 5-1 to 
deny the change with 
Commissioner Bill Beggerly alone 
in favoring it. 

The property had been before 
the commission and council three 
times in the past seven years for 
apartment and commercial 
zoning. All of these applications 
were denied by both the 
commission and council.

YL Schools 
Award Large 
Equipment Bid 

YORBA LINDA-Bids for 
instructional and custodial 
supplies were awarded to 19 
different companies in a total 
amount of $16,869.86 by the Yorba 
Linda Elementary School District 
Board of Trustees at its meeting 
last Thursday. 

According to J. Elton Patridge, 
assistant superintendent for 
business services, the mass bid 
for the supplies resulted in about a 
15 per cent savings to the district 
over the cost of purchasing 
separately or bidding in small 
amounts. 

The board approved a new 
salary scale for principals which 
is not tied to the teacher salary 
schedule. The schedule runs in six 
steps from $14,696 to $18,036. Vice¬ 
principals were continued at 1.15 
times the teachers scale for the 
appropriate column and step. 

The board set Superintendent 
Sterling Fox's salary at $24,700 on 
a two year contract and set 
Patridge’s salary at $20,800. 

Board members also approved a 
medical insurance plan providing 
full coverage for all employes 
working four or more hours per 
day on a regular basis. 


SANTA ANA — Placentia 
emerged victorious in its battle 
against a suit brought by the City 
of Anaheim against its annexation 
of the Atwood area in Superior 
Court in Santa Ana last week. 

Judge William Lee decided in 
favor of Placentia after only five 
days of reviewing the court record 
following the two day trial held 
June 17 and 18. 

The Anaheim suit, brought on 
behalf of two property owners in 
the annexation, A.A. Adams and 
E.L. Danker, was the only 
obstacle preventing Placentia 
from obtaining final certification 
from the secretary of state. 

Placentia City Administrator 
Edwin T. Powell commented that 
the city would wait out the 60 day 
appeal period as required by law 
before obtaining final certifi¬ 
cation. 

Anaheim had contended that 
enough property owners had 
protested the annexation to kill it 
and that the election had been held 

Planners OK 
Tract Map 

PLACENTIA — A tentative 
tract map submitted by Earl 
Kaltenbach to develop 13.4 acres 
in the R-3 zone in a townhouse 
project was approved by the 
Planning Commission at its last 
meeting. 

The tract was the second to be 
submitted by Kaltenbach, the 
previous design having been 
denied by both the commission 
and the City Council last month. 

The project will be located on 
the northeast corner of Golden 
and Valencia. The western portion 
of the property is now zoned C-l 
and must have its zone changed to 
R-3 before the second phase of the 
project can be completed. 

Commissioners had complained 
about the rectilinear design in the 
previous design. The present map 
eliminates garages facing on the 
main through street and provides 
more open vistas. 

Cal State 
Summer School 
Sets New Record 

FULLERTON - A record high 
enrollment of 4,410 students was 
reported today by California State 
College. Fullerton for the first of 
its two 1970 summer sessions. 

Dr. Gerhard E. Ehmann. dean j 
of summer sessions, said the total j 
is 14 per cent higher than last 
year's 3.875 figure. The six-week 
session opened June 15 with 431 
classes being taught. 

Individuals who want to attend 
the second six-week session and 
who did not take advantage of 
early registration, Ehmann said, 
may enroll July 27. the first day of 
instruction. 

The dean also said the second 
session will have 203 classes and 
an estimated enrollment in excess 
of 2,400 students. The comparable 
enrollment last year was 2.314.

The annexation was approved 
by a vote of 78 to 45 in an election 
held March 24, two days after the 
suit was filed. In addition to the 
central Atwood community the 
539 acre annexation includes a 
large amount of undeveloped 
industrially zoned property on 
both sides of Orangethorpe 
Avenue going as far east as 
Lakeview Avenue. 


Placentia has said from the 
beginning of annexation pro¬ 
ceedings that it is annexing the 
property in order to bring proper 
zoning, fire and police protection 
to the residents of the area. 

Local proponents of the 
annexation, led by Mrs. Esther 
Gonzalez, were frustrated and 
angered by the Anaheim action, 
which Placentia from serving the 
area even though all proceedings 
for annexation had been legally 
completed. 

If no appeal is filed Placentia 
should obtain final certification 
and should be serving the people 
of the area by the end of August.
